He came pretty near losing it, 
however, midnight Sunday, 
when it was taken away from 
his driveway by a sailor and a 
civilian who were prowling 
around Narberth looking for a 
couple of cars without the need 
of paying for them. 

Their first haul was all to the 
good, but they made the mis- 
take of parking their loot in the 
quietude of Forrest Avenue, in 
front of St. Margaret's School, 
before the eyes of three Nar- 
berth men back from the war, 
Dick Cabrey, former Artillery 
Captain; Tom Ferguson, B-29 
Bomber Pilot, and Jack Mc- 
Keown, of the Army Medical 
Corps, all of whom were sitting 
in Dick's parked car. 

The thieves had left the Ford 
in quest of another and were on 
foot at Windsor and Narberth 
Avenues when the three vet- 
erans pounced on them. In the 



melee the sailor managed to get 
away, but he was caught later 
hiding in the back seat of a 
Bulck which was parked in a 
private lane on Montgomery 
Avenue. 

In the general confusion, a 
call went in to Ardmore from a 
Narberth household that some 
crooks Wad jumped out of a car 
and were beating up two pedes- 
trians. That message brought 
down the motor squad, which 
was soon convinced that the re- 
verse was the case. "Augie" 
Bailey devised the police stra- 
tegy, and it was his handcuffs 
which clasped the wrists of the 
civilian "bender" who was first 
caught. 

The sailor pleaded for mercy, 
saying he was just released from 
the Navy brig on parole, but it 
is not likely there will be any 
leniency, as Narberth has not 
been particularly troubled with 
car thieves and the authorities 
desire to demonstrate that this 
is a bad place to come to for 
that sort of thing.

Narberth Borough business firms 
are planning to cooperate in 
stimulating postal volume during 
National Air Mail Weew from Oct- 
ober 27 to November 2, Postmaster 
Joseph Kelley, declared yesterday. 

Inauguration of the new five- 
cent United States flag rate Oct- 
ober 1 immediately brought a 
sharp rise in air mail volume, 
Postmaster Kelley said. Rapid air 
mail service, offered for the first 
time at a low postage rate, should 
stimulate commerce, business lea- 
ders here believe. For that reason, 
they are encouraging large " air- 
mailings during the nation-wide 
air mail promotion week. 

"The Post Office Department 
has taken a leaf from the book of 
American business, reducing the 
air-mail rate from 8 cents to 5 
cents an ounce and simultaneously 
offering better and faster service. 
The Post Office has borrowed the 
proven principle that by getting 
more customers for a good product 
at a reduced cost the unit cost of 
delivery is cut. A lower price re> 
quires one thing to succeed — larg. 
er volume," he said. 

Meanwhile, Postmaster Kelley 
reported, air mail letters are being 
received at the post office with 
five-cent rate applies anywhere 
that the American flag flies, in- 
cluding all United States pos- 
sessions. It is also applicable to 
the armed forces abroad, and to 
Canada and Mexico.

Policy Clarified After 
Complaint of 10- Year 
Negro Boy 

Henry Fried, prominent - Main 
Line theater owner, declared this 
week that he. does not countenance 
discriminatory practices in the seat- 
ing of Negro patrons in any of his 
chain of moving picture houses. 

His statement was prompted by 
a protest from a member of the 
board of directors of the National 
Association for tht Advancement of 
Colored People that the local staff 
of Fried's theater in Wayne had 
asked a ten-year-old Negro boy to 
leave his -seat * among- the -white 
patrons of the theater. 

According to Dr. R. F. Minton, 
a director of the Bryn Mawr 
branch of the N.A.A.C.P., Mrs. 
Laurine Redman,' of Wayne, re- 
ported that her grandson went to 
the theater September 14 and was 
asked to change his seat. Mrs. Red- 
man, a director of the 
N. A. A. 'C. P., said that when 
he refused he was called to the 
theater manager's office and the re- 
quest repeated. 1 

The case was cited to Fried by 
Raymond Pace Alexander, Phila- 
delphia attorney, as an infringement 
of the Pennsylvania Civil Rights 
Law. Fried assured him that it was 
an unfortunate error on the part of 
the Wayne theater staff and was 
not a policy of the Fried chain. , 



The resolution added that the 
committee "believes that it will 
have accomplished its task most 
successfully if these housing aims 
can be accomplished with a maxi- 
mum of private enterprise and a 
minimum of state and federal 
governmental agency interven- 
tion."

Was most interested in your rousing editorial by "The Spectator' 1 
in your October 3, 1946, issue of Our Town. 

When a friend told me there were . pictures of Narberth in the 
Sunday inquirer, I was quite thrilled, and could hardly wait to look 
at them — having a sense of great pride come over me to think that 
my home town had been so honored. But pride cometh before a fall, 
and I was quite let down when I saw the pictures which looked like 
the main street of a one horse ghost town in some early wild west 
movie of an early vintage. 

As you brought out, Narberth shopping district draws people from 
a wide area, which is proven by the almost unsurmountable parking 
problem. How long this condition will continue is a question, with all 
the spendid modern markets and shops opening and being remodeled 
in our immediate locality. 

"Merchants Had Better Get Wise" 

Not only must the outward appearance of Narberth improve, but 
the merchants themselves had better get wise to themselves and 
change their attitude, so as you say, the "housewife may regain her 
natural position as a patron whose trade is sought for and appre- 
ciated." 

Recently in one of the market on our. main street, one of the 
owners remarked in a very saracastic manner that customers who 
didn't come around regularly appeared when there were shortages, 
It was on the tip of my tongue (being one of that group) to tell him 
the reason most people only went -there during emergencies (which is 
ateo understandable as houswives have gone to any effort to feed 
their families adequately) was because of the rude and sometimes in- 
sulting manner customers were treated there, and only the high 
quality of the goods lured or kept any customers at all. 

Jt has always been a mystery to me during these war years that 
tradespeople have been so unpleasant, instead of being extra agree- 
able to make up for inability to serve their customers, who have had 
to go without service or supplies, and in most cases (more so than 
with the tradesmen) have cooperated and not complained except in 
a half joking manner. 

Narberth A Ghost Town 

The houses and roads of Narberth have done their best to 
improve themselves. Like you, we feel it is high time the Business Sec- 
tion did its part, or it won't be long before Narberth will really be- 
come the ghost town it now appears to be. 

There is much good in Narberth, let us make our good better, 
and our better best, so instead of being called, "the dump heap of 
the Main Line," we will deserve to be called the garden spot, built on 
the Golden Rule, and thereby rising to heights as yet undreamed of —

Residents of Shirley Rd. and 
Shirley Circle Narberth' turn- 
ed out Friday night to protest 
a proposal by Albert Vick, Jr., 
of 623 Montgomery Ave. Nar- 
berth, to use part of his proper- 
ty for storing commercial ve- 
hicles and materials. The peti- 
tioner is the . orginator of 
Vick's Wildgardcn. 

.They attended a special meeting 
of the Narberth Borough Council 
called to hear Vick's petition for 
zoning amendment which wAdd 
place_ all of his property in a com- 
mercial zone classification. At pres- 
ent, that portion of his property 
which faces on Montgomery Ave. is 
zoned for commercial use, but the 
rest is in a residential zone. 

If the amendment is granted, 
Vick plans to erect storage facili- . 
ties for trucks, spraying equipmoftV, 
fertilizer and peat moss.. 

Robert M. Wilson, of 17, Shirley • 
Rd., secretary of the Bpard of 
Zoning Adjustment, was one of 
those who spoke against :he pro- 
posed amendment. He pointed out 
that Shirley Rd. and Shirley Cir- 
cle residents use their back gardens 
extensively for entertaining in the 
summer and that Vick's plan would 
mean these gardens would have a 
view of trucks and storehouses. 

"These people moved to the sub- 
rrbs to be surrounded by shrubs, 
grass, flowers and trees," he said, 
"not by trucks, fertilizer and cement 
mixers. They understood, when 
■they purchased their properties 
that they would be protected by 
the zoning laws." 

Vick countered with the argu- 
ment that he planned to screen the 
property so that there would be no 
objectionable view. 

Screening, Wilson returned, 
would not keep out the smell of 
fertilizer. 

But Vick declared that the ferti- 
lizer wouldn't smell. 

"It may not smell," put in Miss 
Maybclle Rose, of 1 Shirley Circle, 
"but it attracts rats." 

Miss Rose also pointed out that 
if the amendment were granted, it 
would establish a precedent which 
would enable other Montgomery 
Ave. property owners to demand 
similar zoning changes, thereby de- 
preciating values of abutting Shir- 
ley Rd. properties. 

Also on the agenda of the special 
Council meeting was a request by 
Guy Croylc, of Penn Valley, for 
a change in the zoning of his prop- 
erty at Woodbine and Montgomery 
Aves., Narberth, which he plans 
to the zoning ordinance which pro- 
to sell to the Tidewater Associated 
Oil Co., for a gasoline station. » 

Use of the lot for this purpose 
would necessitate an amendment 
hibts additional gas stations within 
the borough limits. 

There were no portests made to 
Croylc's petition. 

Benjamin Ludlow, attorney for 
Croyle, told the Council members 
that the present prohibition against 
gas stations is, in his /opinion, un- 
constitutional and creates a mono- 
poly in favor of the existing gas 
stations in the borough. In addi- 
tion, he pointed out, it leaves the 
way .open for the establishment of 
less desirable types of business. 

He argued further that the cor- 
ner, at present zoned for residen- 
tial purposes, would constitute a 
traffic hazard if a house were erect- 
ed there, as it would obstruct vision. 

The gas station, on the other 
hand, would be set back 100 feet 
from each street, he said, and the 
Tidewater company would put in a 
20-foot radius curb at its own ex- 
pense. 

He added that a commercial prop- 
erty would be of greater revenue 
value to the borough. 

Both petitions were taken under 
advisement, and the Council's de- 
cision will be announced _ at its 
regular meeting Monday night.
